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ROBERT McCONEGHY 


7 leave Romulus with many regrets.. .but / look forward 

to a different challenge... '

The superintend^ t of schools in the 
Roijiulus Community School District 
has resigned after more than 14 years 
on the job. 

Robert McConeghy, the only 
superintendent a majority of the 
members on the Romulus Board of 
Education have worked with during the 
past, resigned his job to take another 
position in education. 

“I leave Romulus with many 
regrets,” McConeghy said. “But I'm 
looking forward to a different challenge 
in education during my next few years 
on the job.” 

McConeghy added he is not yet free to 
reveal the position he will hold outside 
the district, but said he has been 
thinking of taking the job for the three 
or; four months prior to writing his 
letter of resignation to the Romulus 


Board of Education on March 24. 

A life-long educator, McConeghy, 59, 
has worked in the Romulus schools 
since 1954, when he was hired as an 
elementary school principal in the 
district. 

He left Romulus schools briefly be- 
tween June 1960 and February 1961 to 
work with the Michigan Education 
Association as a field representative 

He has served as superintendent in 
the district since 1961. 

“One can’t be in a school system for 
as long as I have and not have some 


concerns about it,” McConeghy con- 
tinued. “I leave with many regrets, but 
Romulus always will be a part of me, 
and I still will be interested in the 
schools regardless of my new position.” 

McConeghy’s resignation is 
scheduled to take effect June 30 when 
his present contract with the Romulus 
Board of Education expires. 

McConeghy said he handed in his 
resignation early to give the Board of 
Education adequate time to select a 
successor to him. 

In his letter of resignation, the 


superintendent wrote: 

“I will be forever grateful to the 
Romulus Board of Education for 
permitting me to be its superintendent 
of schools for Midyears. 

“These years have -seen the district 
recover from a severe financial deficit 
to one which shows a comfortable 
general fund equity; from one of the 
poorer districts in Wayne County to one 
which has the potential of being one of 
its most affluent; from a district of 
4,200 students to one of a projected 
enrollment in 1975 of 6,850.” 


McConeghy added he will be on hand 
to brief a new superintendent of 
schools. 

With accumulated time he has earned 
without taking vacation, McConeghy 
rightfully could leave the district’s 
employ May 16. 

However, he informed the Board of 
Education he would work until June 30 
to help the board bridge the gap be- 
tween his regime and that of a 
replacement. 

McConeghy is married and the father 
of four children. Two of his sons are 
tea chore, another is an actor in New 
York and the fourth is a junior at 
Michigan State University 

The qutgoing superintendent began 
his career in education as a teacher 

He worked in the Laingsburg Schools 
outside of Lansing and in the Sandusky 
Schools in Michigan’s thumb area prior 
to coming to Romulus in 1954

Officials push campaign 
for renewal of 9-mill tax 


Plans are being finalized to continue 
a campaign requesting voters to 
renew a 9-mill tax package they ap- 
proved for Romulus Community Sc Iwol 
District operations more than five 
years ago. 

The Romulus Area Council of the 
PTA and the Romulus Education 
Association have joined forces to fund 
power to press d positive campaign for 
renewing what amounts to 21 percent of 
the districts operating budget from 
1974-J5. 9 

According to Darlene Poplawski, 
president of the area council, the PTA 
has agreed to furnish the manpower 
while the education association has 
agreed to pay the bills to get out a 
positive vote April 14. 

“I think it’s a case where renewal is 
important not only to teachers but also 
to parents of children in schools,” Mrs. 
Poplawski said. ‘‘Teachers naturally 
would like to see the budget maintained 
at its present level to avoid the loss of 
jobs, while parents recognize that 
continuing the tax is essential to 
providing quality education to Romulus 
youngsters.” 

The 9-mill renewal package would 
keep taxes in the Romulus School 
District at the 27.65 level a limit which 
generates some $5.6 million for 
operating revenues locally, and which 
goes toward a total operating budget of 
$8 million. 

Mrs Poplawski added that the area 
council is providing some 40 persons, 
including a core of 15-20 workers, to 
promote the passage of the millage. 

Plans include sending two letters 
to registered voters in Romulus 
this Week to request renewal of the mil- 
lage and a telephone campaign election 
day to ensure that those voters who 
had cast ballots faithfully in other 
school elections get out to 
vote April 14. 

According to Lynne Slaughter, vice- 
president of the area council, the 
campaign is progressing nicely around 
the theme of “renewing support’’ for 
the Romulus schools. 

“We want to convince the parents 
that this is an attempt for them to 
renew their support for their 
youngsters,” Mrs Slaughter said “I 
can’t emphasize more that this isn’t a 
request for an increase in the levy .” 

Mrs. Slaughter added the area 
council is avoiding what it terms a 
“threatening” campaign for passage of 
the millage, telling parents of the doom 
which would befall the district were the 
millage turned down 

“I think parents realize the im- 
portance of education in today s 
society, and will back it,” she said 

Approval of the millage question 
would permit the Romulus Board of 
Education to levy the 9- mi 1 1 package 
until 1979 to cover operating expenses 
in the district 


District as of this school year had a 
state equalized valuation per nupU of 
540 and provides ^.iiicational ser- 


vices for some 6,500 students. 

Its total valuation for 1973 reportedly 
was $204,387,043.

In a meeting held last 
week in Canton Township, 
the supervisors agreed to 
recommend the appeal of a 
ruling by Wayne County 
Circuit Court Judge Thomas 
J. Foley that there was no 
compelling law in Michigan 
which requires the Board 
of Commissioners to con- 
tinue funding Road Patrol 
services fropi county 
general funds 

The ruling came less than 
a month before funds 
allocated to finance the 28- 
man force are due to run out . 

# # 

The Board of Com- 
missioners has asked the 
townships to take money 
from their general funds to 
contract for the Road Patrol 
services. 

However, the townships 
involved maintain that the 
more than 7-mill 1 county 
taxes paid by the township 
residents should cover the 
cost of Road Patrol 
, protection. 

The Board of Com- 
missioners has maintained 
that the 7-mill tax payments 
are being collected in the 
county’s cities as well as in 
townships, and that cities in 
effect are subsidizing the 
cost of police protection in 
townships. 

Only Van Buren Township 
has acted officially on 
continuing the court battle 
over the road patrol service, 
voting several weeks ago to 
allocate $1,000 toward 
continuing litigating on the 
case. 

Each of the seven town- 
ships involved in the Circuit 
Court case had approved a 
$1,000 allocation to pay at- 
torney’s fees more than 
three years ago when the 
Board of Commissioners 
first moved to cut off funds 
for the sheriff’s service. 

Van Buren Township 
Supervisor G. Elton 
Gollwitzer said he sees some 


hope in continuing the battle, court actions compelling the board of

Council greets GM 
with tax shelter bid 


The Romulus City Council 
officially has opened its 
arms to the General Motors 
(GM) Corp development at 
Cogswell and Van Born 
roads in the city. 

The council unanimously 
approved a resolution 
requesting a 12-year tax 
shelter for buildings in a 
proposed $370 million in- 
dustrial complex to be 
constructed on 370 acres in 
Romulus’ northern section. 

“I think the council sees 
nothing but long-term 
benefits for the community 
with the addition of a GM 
manufacturing facility to the 
present parts warehousing 
complex,” said Romulus 
Mayor Pro Tern Beverly 
McAnally “While we’re all 
eagerly looking at the taxes 
which will be generated by 
the development. I’m also 
personally pleased that GM 
is coming to the city because 
it will be such a good in- 
dustrial neighbor. 

“I look at what GM has 
done for Flint as a com- 
parison to what the cor- 
poration could do for 
Romulus, and you have to 
realize that the Flint com- 
plex is tied to the ups and 
downs of the auto industry, 
while the Romulus complex 
is tied to manufacturing 
what amounts to essential 
products.’’ 

General Motors will 
construct a massive diesel 
manufacturing plant as part 
of its Allison Division engine 
operation. 

At its peak, the complex is 
expected to employ more 
than 14,000 workers, and 
need the auxiliary services

Unions must cooperate 


When Harvard Prof. John T. 
Dunlop was sworn in as 
secretary of labor he most 
appropriately chose the oc- 
casion to urge a new spirit of 
cooperation among business, 
labor and government to steer 
the nation's economy back on 
course. Fortunately, one of 
those attending the White 
House ceremony was AFL CIO 
President George Meany. 

Mr. Meany has long been a 
friend of Secretary Dunlop, who 
has served in every national 


administration going back to 
President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt. The friendship he 
emphasized by his presence at 
the swearing-in ceremony had 
been put into words earlier. The 
new labor secretary, Mr. 
Meany said, is "a very prac- 
tical man, a hard worker and 
very knowledgeable." 

A close relationship between 
the two men, one representing 
government and the other 
symbolizing organized labor, 
can be useful in spurring 


recovery from a recession 
which has seen unemployment 
rise, our international balance 
of payments fall into a deficit of 
$10.6 billion and productivity 
dip by 2.2 percent last year for 
the first time since statistics in 
this area began to be kept 17 
years ago. 

Mr. Meany suggests that he is 
aware that labor needs to be 
less strident and more 
cooperative if we are going to 
put inflation and recession 
behind us. The AFL-CIO leader 
has been saying recently that 
labor will moderate its wage 
demands during the next 
several months in an effort to 
help the economy recover. 

It may be possible to say that 
Mr. Meany's private exhor- 
tation of union officials to hold 
the line on wage demands is 
bearing fruit already. Two 
building trades locals in Pitts- 
burgh, for example, are trying 
a home-grown method of 
stimulating the private housing 
industry by reducing their 
wage rates for residential 


construction by 40 percent. If a 
similar willingness to see 
economic realities is shown by 
the AFL -CIO's 14 million 
members and members of 
other unions, the nation would 
be well on the way to restoring 
a rate of productivity that is 
less inflationary. 

Many industries are enduring 
a severe belt-tightening to get 
through the squeeze of inflation 
and recession. 

Declining business activity 
has made it a struggle for some 
companies to keep plants in 
operation and their work force 
intact. Plant shutdowns or 
partial layoffs have been 
common. 

Against such a background it 
is hard to see why any union 
should not bend over back- 
wards to keep new contract 
demands within reasonable 
bounds. 

It is not only the size of a 
worker's paycheck that may be 
at stake, but whether there will 
be a job and a paycheck at all. 
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As they see it

You 
closed your letter with the suggestion 
that the real answer to this question lies 
in the idea of courtesy, and not laws. 
Sir, 1 respectfully reply, 
HOGWASH!!!! We non-smokers have 
had our fill of the “courtesy” of most 
smokers. Where courtesy actually is 
non-existent, laws are required. 

I am not advocating complete 
prohibition of smoking, which you seem 


to fear If you choose to smoke, that is, 
your decision. I put forth the idea of 
segregated facilities, that’s all. 

It’s rather incongruous that I can go 
into a restaurant and have no worry of 
food poisoning because I know the 
Health Department looks after such 
things. I am sure a restaurant 
distributing food poisoning would be 
closed immediately. However, at this 
very same restaurant, I can be seated 
next to a smoker and exposed to other 
health hazards, not to mention the 
annoyance. 


In industry, the maximum con- 
centration of carbon monoxide allowed 
in the air can not average out to more 
than 50 p.p.m. (parts per million). Are 
you aware that in the seat next to a 
smoker, the carbon monoxide level 
shoots up to 90 p.p.m. from second hand 
smoke, which is nearly twice the 
maximum level allowed for industry. If 
you doubt these figures, check with the 
American Lung Association.

The two men in charge of taking care 
of Michigan’s convicted felons .are 
urging a cautious approach to the new 
fad of proposing stiff mandatory sen- 
tences for crimes committed with a 
gun. 

Both men — Corrections Director 
Perry Johnson and Parole Board 
Chairman Leonard McConnell — say 
they strongly oppose the proliferation 
of handguns being experienced ip the 
country. But both have worked in the 
corrections field much too long to 
believe there can be a 1-shot panacea 
for a criminal problem 

The mandatory sentence idea has 
gained backing in recent years as an 


alternative to registration or con- 
fiscation of handguns. Its backers in- 
clude Gov. William G. Milliken, who 
has proposed tacking a 5-year sentence 
on to the initial sentence of anyone 
convicted of using a gun during a 
crime. 

Though both men have spent their 
lives in the corrections field, neither 
has even felt he needed to carry a gun 
for protection. McConnell has never 
owned a gun, while Johnson shot 
competitively for 20 years and had a 
masters rating with the National Rifle 
Association 

Both agree the availability of guns is 
a tremendous problem. 

I 


‘Tve seen many persons who would 
not be in prison if a gun had not been 
available,” McConnell $iad 
“People with guns are only one 
temper tantrum away from murder,” 
Johnson said. “It can change a person’s 
personality. The hand gun is so 
tremendously lethal If we could do 
something about the presence of ah- 
dnguns, the availability of handguns, it 
might make some input ” 

There is no doubt then, that both 
abhor the amount of guns used in 
crimes. When they oppose long man- 
datory sentences, then, they aren’t 
favoring the use of guns. They are just 
sayirffe that, based on their long ex- 


perience in the field, mandatory sen- 
tencing of great lengths won’baffect the 
problems. 

“Experience has shown that man- 
datory' sentences don’t get imposed 
very often,” Johnson added. “Back 
when we had mandatory 20-years to life 
for selling narcotics we never had more 
than 100 people in jail convicted of 
violating that law. 

“Many times the jury is torn, and 
won’t convict if there is a harsh penalty 
involved. If the penalty is harsh, they’ll 
convict of a lesser offense or acquit 

“Even with smaller penalties, 
mandatory sentences aren’t always 
imposed Drunk driving has a man- 


datory 3-day jail sentence, but people 
get around that by pleading guilty to 
impaired driving. 

“Most cases involving a gun already 
have a penalty up to tile. Offenses such 
as armed robbery, kidnap, rape or 
murder already have sentences up to 
life You don’t need a new' law to make 
it possible to isolate the offender.” 

Both say a sweeping, all inclusive 
harsh penalty would be wrong from the 
view of not treating people as in- 
dividuals and taking into account the 
circumstances involved in each in- 
stance. 

“The best use of parole presupposes 
those 'making the decision pick the 

/ 


optimum time for a prisoner’s 
release,” McConnell said. “Mandatory 
sentencing eliminates that possibility. 
And the thing to remember is that all 
prisoners, except for about 5 percent 
who die in prison, do get out some day. 
Knowing that they will get out, it only 
makes sense to try to release them at 
the optimum time.” 

Both men. once their views on long 
mandatory sentences are known, 
however, then say short mandatory 
sentences might be a good idea, or at 
least worth experimenting with. 

Neither man claims to have all the 
answers to the gun problem. 



WATERGATE 

We must heed its message

We keep waiting for Watergate to be 
put behind us, and eventually it will 
fade away. 

But the local little Watergate will 
remain to haunt us. The big national 
scandal emanating from die White 
House was a once-in-a-lifetime trauma, 
but the emergence of corruption at the 
state and local level is almost a daily 
occurence. 

Even as Watergate fades there is a 
senator on trial in Florida; an ex- 
governor on trial in Oklahoma; an ex- 
judge applying for parole in Illinois, 
and so it goes in item after item which 
rolls off the news ticker more in routine 
recording such as the baseball scores 
than in breathless revelation of the 
unexpected 

Why is this 9 Are we such a corrupt 
people? Or is the system so hopelessly 
infected that it cannot be purged? 

Certainly ours is not the only system 
of government which is eroded with 
corruption Wherever there is a func- 
tionary with favors to dispense, there 
also is a seeker of privilege who will 
pay for those favors 

There are some who feel that our 
method of prosecution of the culprits 
actually perpetuates the system of 
corruption Too often we are so eager to 
jail the bribe-taker that we either ex- 
cuse the bribe-giver or buy his court 


testimony with a payoff of freedom, 
they say. 

Is not the bribe-giver as guilty as the 


bribe-taker? Some would say even 
more guilty They would say that the 
giver may have enticed the taker into 


sin when otherwise there would have 
been no wrong doing 

Yet it works the other way, too. 

In many communities throughout the 
United States, public officials are so 
universally corrupt that bribery is 
considered a routine expense of 
business The firm which would do 
commerce with the city or state as 
much expects to pay a bribe as it ex- 
pects to pay the office or the salesman’s 
commission. 

There have been times in such 
communities when suddenly the straw 
breaks the camel’s back with just one 
expose too many, and suddenly there is 
a prosecution where otherwise there 
would have been none. 

Is it fair to abruptly bring to the dock 
this one bribe-giver, having overlooked 
all of his predecessors? And are we not 
to hear his plea that you may consider 
his payoff a voluntary bribe but he 
considered it an involuntary 
shakedown? 

It is a cynical observation of politics 
that the percentages are with the 
corrupt official, because no one will 
bother him as he fills his little tin box 
until a fleeting period of reform comes 
due. 

That’s why we must never refuse to 
heed the Watergate’s, large and small, 
national and local, no matter how much 
we may tire of the dreary recital of 
details

If you choose Jamaica, 
you’ll find the 15 mile-long 
ocean highway between 
Montego Bay and the new 
Rose Hall Inter-Continental 
filled with interesting sights 
which you can see for only 30 
cents. 

That’s the cost of a 
leisurely ride on a traditional 
double-decker London bus 
which departs every 20 
minutes from the center of 
downtown Montego Bay. 

While the bus serves as 
normal transportation for 
many Jamaicans, a large 
percentage of its riders are 
sightseers Because the fare 
is so low, tourists have the 
opportunity of disembarking 
at points of interest and 
reboarding a later bus for 
furt her sightseeing. 

After leaving from the 
center of Montego Bay, the 
bus passes the Old Jewish 
Cemetery whose headstones 
reflect the history and 
thinking of some of the 
island’s early Jewish set- 
tlers 

As the bus continues along 
the highway, which is barely 
a few hundred yards at any 
point from the ocean, the 
Rose Hall Great House 
comes into view. 

The Great House, which 
fell into disrepair toward the 
end of the 19th century, has 
been completely restored at 
a cost of $2 million. Public 
tours are conducted 
throughout the day There 
also are dining facilities 

About a half mile from the 
entrance to the Great House 
is the new Rose Hall Inter- 
Continental Golf and 
Country Club. History is part 
of its 18-hole championship 
course. Bordering some of 
the fairways are the still- 
standing remains of 
aqueducts which provided 
water to the plantation sugar 
cane fields and/nills during 
the mid-18th century 

Adjacent to the golf course 
is the Cinnamon Hall Great 
House, now the home of

The Belleville Lake dam is 
operated by a simple 
mechanism which receives 
its power from water. Two 
34- by 12-foot high drums 
float in a chamber inside the 
’dam and are the “doors” 
through which water from 
Belleville Lake flows into the 
Huron River 

Officials in Belleville, 
primarily Water and Sewer 
System Supt pave Wirtz, 
raise and lower the doors by 
opening and closing valves 
which allow' the drums to 
float

If the dam is to be closed, 
the floatation chamber is 
filled to the top To open the 
doors, the chamber is emp- 
tied. 

‘‘It’s a rather simple 
mechanism,” Wirtz said 
“But there are many 
variables.” 

Since the dam is controlled 
by floating -chambers, the 
operator has to worry not 
only about how far he opens 
the door to the dam. but also 
how much the water flowing 
over the door weighs. 

“If too much water flows 
over the top at once, it 
depresses the door more 
than the operator an- 
ticipates, and more water 
flows out,” Wirtz added. Too 
much water flowing through 
the doors could wash away 
the dam s footings. 

Before the township 
received possession of the 
dam, operating it on a 
weekend was a difficult 
proposition The Detroit 
Edison Co. simply would 
close the dam up, and allow 
the water flowing down the 
Huron River back up at 
Belleville. 

And on Mondays, the doors 
were opened 

Machinery now has been 
constructed to keep the gates 
which regulate the water 
level partially open at a set 
position over the weekend, 
allowing just enough water

to flow over the dam to 
maintain the level. 

Now, the only variable on 
water levels on the lake even 
when no one monitors the 
dam, is the wind. 

If the wind shifts and blows 
down the length of Belleville 
Lak^ more water will pile 
up at the dam, increasing the 
flow. 


But there’s still a check. 

Wirtz lives only a few 
hundred feet from the dam. 

*Tve been watching it for 
20 years,” he said. “And 
since I live close to it, I can 
watch it now 

"Only now' when the 
conditions change, I have to 
operate it.”

Farmers in Western 
Wayne County may be able 
to apply for emergency 
federal loans at low interest 
if the county is declared an 
agricultural disaster area. 

The Wayne County Board 
of Commissioners has 
recommended that the 
county be declared a 
disaster area in order to 
enable farmers to recoup 
losses from last year’s 
weather conditions. 

The General Government 
Committee of the Board of 
Commissioners endorsed a 
request that the disaster be 
declared. The request was 
submitted by the Wayne 
County Committee of the 
U.S. Department of 
Agriculture’s Agricultural 
Stablization and Con- 
servation Service (ACS). 


The ACS committee said 
that 75 percent of the 700 
farms in Wayne County 
suffered substantial losses 
due to excessive rainfall 
which delayed spring 
planting, following by 
summer drought, then 
topped off by early frost in 
September. 


Approximately $3.5 million 
worth of corn, soybean and 
hay crops were wiped out in 
the county, the ACS com- 
mittee continued That 
represented nearly two- 
thirds of the corn crop, 
nearly one-third of the 
soybean crop and more than 
half the hay crop.
